Report  of  Andrew  Keogh,  Librarian. 
'To  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Tale  University: 
Gentlemen: 

I   HAVE  the  honor  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  University 
Library  during  the  academic  year  1925-26. 

THE  GROWTH  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  General  Library  during 
the  year  was  37,798,  about  twelve  hundred  less  than  last 
year.  Of  the  volumes  added,  16,228  were  purchases,  17,036 
were  gifts,  and  4,534  were  exchanges.  There  were  also  5,344 
pamphlets  received  by  gift,  and  95  by  exchange.  Statistics  as 
to  the  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  School  and  Depart- 
mental Libraries  are  shown  on  pages  10-11. 

GIFTS 
Gifts  of  money  for  current  purposes  amounted  to  more 
than  nine  thousand  dollars.  A  complete  list  of  these  gifts  is 
to  be  found  on  page  146  of  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  for 
1925-26.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  however,  that  Mr.  Alfred 
L.  Ripley,  B.A.  1878,  continued  his  long  record  of  gifts  to 
the  Library  by  giving  $250;  that  Professors  William  Lyon 
Phelps  and  Chauncey  Brewster  Tinker,  as  well  as  Professor 
Howard  W.  Church,  B.A.  1904,  of  Pomona,  with  others  who 
desire  to  be  anonymous  for  the  present,  gave  generously  to 
the  Speck  Collection;  that  the  Yale  Chapter  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  gave  $25  for  books  for  the  third  year  in  succession; 
that  Mr.  Douglas  M.  Moffat,  B.A.  1903,  a  former  graduate 
student  in  English,  gave  $150  for  some  rare  book  in  English; 
that  Mr.  Robert  Hartshorne,  B.A.  1890,  gave  $195  for  English 
poetry,  in  continuation  of  earlier  gifts  for  the  same  purpose; 
that  Mr.  Moreau  Delano,  B.A.  1898,  gave  $100,  and  asked  to 
be  reminded  if  he  did  not  send  the  same  amount  regularly 
every  year;  that  Mr.  Russell  C.  Leffingwell,  B.A.  1899,  gave 
$1 ,000  for  special  and  unusual  purposes  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Librarian;  that  Dr.  James  Hosmer  Penniman,  B.A.  1884,  gave 
$940  for  the  Penniman  Memorial  Library  of  Education,  as 
well  as  important  books  and  manuscripts;  that  Mr.  Frederic 
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W.  Allen,  B.A.  1900,  Dr.  James  C.  Greenway,  B.A.  1900, 
and  Mrs.  Greenway  gave  $4,000  for  the  purchase  of  Washing- 
ton Irving  manuscripts;  and  that  Mr.  Chase  Kimball,  B.A. 
1925,  gave  $15  for  books  on  the  League  of  Nations.  Mr. 
Frank  Altschul,  B.A.  1908,  and  Mr.  Starling  W.  Childs, 
B.A.  1 891,  gave  money  for  rare  books  in  addition  to  the  in- 
come from  the  funds  they  have  established. 

Some  of  the  endowments  have  been  increased  during  the 
year,  and  some  new  ones  created.  Mrs.  William  Loring  An- 
drews added  $2,000  to  the  principal  of  the  foundation  in 
memory  of  her  son,  Loring  W.  Andrews,  B.A.  1883;  Professor 
Woolsey  added  $5,000  to  the  fund  he  established  in  1924; 
and  the  Albert  H.  Childs  (B.A.  1861)  Fund  was  increased  by 
$13,000  given  by  Mr.  Starling  W.  Childs,  B.A.  1891.  Mrs. 
Eleanor  Coxe  Gibson  gave  $300  in  memory  of  Arthur  Sturges 
Hildebrand,  B.A.  1910,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the  purchase 
of  books  on  Adventure  by  Sea.  Mrs.  Bernadotte  Perrin  gave 
$530  as  an  initial  gift  for  a  memorial  to  Professor  Perrin,  the 
income  to  be  spent  for  the  purchase  of  books  in  Greek  Litera- 
ture and  Archaeology.  Mr.  Julian  H.  Kean  gave  $35,000  as  a 
memorial  to  his  brother  and  classmate,  John  Kean,  B.A.  1876. 
The  income  of  the  Kean  Fund,  which  is  not  restricted,  is 
being  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  gifts  of  manuscripts  have  been  numerous  and  im- 
portant. Mr.  Francis  Parsons,  B.A.  1893,  gave  some  letters 
by  and  to  Rector  Elisha  Williams;  Professor  Tinker  gave  a 
letter  from  Isaac  Watts  to  Rector  Elisha  Williams,  sending 
four  volumes  of  Calvinistic  theology  as  a  gift  to  Yale;  Dr. 
R.  L.  Dickinson,  of  New  York  City,  gave  a  Malay  Dictionary 
by  James  T.  Dickinson,  B.A.  1826;  Mrs.  E.  W.  Root,  a 
diary  of  Dr.  Mason  Fitch  Cogswell,  B.A.  1780;  Mrs.  Henry 
Fairfield  Osborn,  twenty-four  letters,  most  of  them  written 
to  Benjamin  Silliman;  Dr.  Edward  C.  Streeter,  B.A.  1898,  a 
letter  from  Benjamin  Silliman  about  the  pen  sketch  of  Major 
Andre  which  is  one  of  the  treasures  of  the  Library;  Mrs. 
Edward  H.  Jenkins,  a  copy  of  Drake's  Culprit  Fay  in  Fitz- 
Greene  Halleck's  hand;  Mr.  Norris  G.  Osborn,  B.A.  1880,  a 
letter  in  verse  by  John  G.  Saxe;  Mrs.  Edward  S.  Harkness,  a 
set  of  autographs  of  the  Signers  of  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence, and  a  manuscript  journal  of  the  Federal  Con- 
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vention  in  the  handwriting  of  James  Madison;  and  Mr.  James 
Fenimore  Cooper,  grandson  of  the  famous  novelist,  the  whole 
of  the  books,  diaries,  and  correspondence  of  James  Fenimore 
Cooper,  to  be  sent  to  Yale  when  the  Sterling  Memorial 
Library  is  ready  to  receive  them. 

The  gifts  of  books  include  the  privately  printed  'Tomb  of 
Two  Sculptors  at  Thebes,  from  Mrs.  Edward  J.  Tytus;  Byron's 
Sardanapalus,  1823,  from  Mr.  Leonard  L.  Mackall;  the 
Sulgrave  Record,  from  Mr.  Otto  T.  Bannard,  B.A.  1876;  the 
Typographic  Treasures  of  Europe,  from  the  author,  Mr.  Ed- 
ward Everett  Bartlett;  Doris  Ullman's  Portrait  Gallery  of 
American  Editors,  from  Dean  Wilbur  L.  Cross;  a  volume  con- 
taining ten  rare  New  England  sermons  published  between 
1691  and  1744,  from  Miss  Annie  Fish,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.; 
fifteen  volumes  of  his  own  writings  from  Dr.  L.  Duncan 
Bulkley,  B.A.  1866;  a  large  number  of  medical  books  and 
Yale  memorabilia  from  Dr.  William  W.  Hawkes,  B.A.  1879; 
two  hundred  and  fifty  pamphlets  and  periodicals  of  Yale 
interest  from  Mr.  Henry  H.  Townshend,  B.A.  1897;  three 
hundred  and  seventy  volumes  of  Chinese  books  from  the 
Yale  Association  of  Japan;  a  large  number  of  first  and  other 
early  editions  of  Kipling  and  Thackeray  from  the  library  of 
Ganson  G.  Depew,  B.A.  1919  (a  bequest  to  the  Elizabethan 
Club  deposited  in  the  University  Library  at  the  request  of 
Mr.  Ganson  Depew,  Sr.,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  Club),  and  fifty  volumes  by  and  about 
President  Roosevelt  from  Pawling  School,  in  memory  of 
Ganson  Depew;  a  collection  of  Marcus  Aurelius,  including 
his  Meditations  in  various  languages  and  the  adaptation  of 
that  work  by  Antonio  de  Guevara,  from  Mr.  William  S. 
Mason,  Ph.B.  1888;  eight  thousand  volumes  of  standard 
books  bequeathed  by  Colonel  Edward  Linus  Gaul,  B.A. 
i860;  and  a  copy  of  the  Gutenberg  forty-two-line  Bible, 
given  by  Mrs.  Edward  S.  Harkness  in  memory  of  Mrs. 
Stephen  V.  Harkness. 

PURCHASES 

The  heaviest  burden  on  our  funds  this  year  has  been  our 
current  continuations  (periodicals,  transactions  of  learned 
societies,  and  other  many-volumed  sets  running  for  years) 
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to  which  the  Library  is  committed.  This  burden  is  increasing 
every  year,  as  shown  by  the  figures  below,  and  must  inevitably 
continue  to  increase  as  Yale's  field  of  research  is  broadened.

These  standing  commitments  leave  correspondingly  less 
for  ordinary  purchases,  and  eat  up  the  binding  appropriation 
rapidly. 

EXCHANGES 

More  than  eight  thousand  books  and  pamphlets  were  sent 
out  by  the  Library  to  foreign  and  domestic  institutions 
with  which  we  are  in  exchange  relations.  Three  thousand  of 
these  were  publications  of  the  Connecticut  Academy,  two 
thousand  were  Yale  doctoral  dissertations.  The  remainder 
were  books  or  reprints  by  Yale  men  that  had  been  given  for 
exchange,  or  books  published  by  the  Yale  University  Press 
and  given  for  the  same  purpose  by  friends  of  the  Press  and  of 
the  Library.  The  Reverend  George  S.  Dickerman,  for  example, 
gave  us  fifty  copies  of  his  work  on  The  Old  Mount  Carmel 
Parish;  Mr.  Philip  G.  Bartlett,  B.A.  1881,  gave  one  hundred 
dollars  for  Press  publications;  an  anonymous  donor  gave 
fifty  copies  of  Old  Houses  of  Connecticut;  another  anonymous 
donor  gave  one  thousand  dollars  in  memory  of  Albert  T. 
Clay,  for  the  purchase  of  books  by  Professor  Clay  to  be  sent 
to  other  libraries. 

THE  CLASSIFICATION  AND  CATALOGUING 
OF  THE  COLLECTIONS 

The  cataloguing  of  the  year  includes  the  Boocock  Library  of 
Social  Sciences  (1,640  volumes),  the  Risorgimento  collection, 
and  the  Scandinavian  collection.  The  School  and  Depart- 
mental Libraries  sent  to  the  union  catalogue  in  the  General 
Library  5,641  cards,  of  which  3,499  came  from  the  School  of 
Law.  The  total  number  of  cards  added  to  the  catalogues  in 
the  General  Library  was  136,588. 

The  catalogue  of  the  library  of  the  American  Oriental 
Society  was  completed  during  the  year  and  will  be  ready  for 
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publication  whenever  the  Society  can  pay  for  the  printing  of 
it.  We  are  under  great  obligation  to  Professors  Asakawa, 
Hopkins,  and  Torrey  for  the  transliteration  of  titles  in  Orien- 
tal languages  and  for  help  in  other  ways. 

THE  USE  MADE  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

The  number  of  readers  and  the  number  of  books  borrowed 
have  again  increased,  although  books  are  now  housed  in  Kent, 
Sloane,  and  Hopkins  Halls  and  in  the  Memorial  Quadrangle, 
as  well  as  in  the  three  buildings  of  the  Library  group.  During 
October,  February,  and  March,  which  were  our  busiest 
months,  the  Library  was  crowded.  In  the  Linonian  and 
Brothers  Library  the  number  of  borrowers  was  larger  by  197 
than  last  year,  and  the  number  of  books  borrowed  was  3,238 
greater.  In  the  General  Library  the  number  of  undergraduates 
who  borrowed  books  reached  the  unprecedented  number  of 
1,278,  who  withdrew  9,859  volumes.  These  figures  do  not 
include  the  use  of  books  within  the  building. 

Thanks  are  cordially  given  to  the  Faculty  and  students  and 
to  the  Library  staff  for  their  patient  and  willing  effort  to 
make  the  best  of  things  under  existing  handicaps. 

EXHIBITIONS 

In  addition  to  exhibitions  of  rare  books  in  connection  with 
the  course  in  Sophomore  English,  and  the  usual  exhibitions  on 
Alumni  Day  and  at  Commencement,  there  were  three  special 
exhibitions  during  the  year.  The  first  was  a  Bible  exhibition 
held  in  connection  with  a  lecture  by  Dr.  Charles  A.  Dinsmore 
in  commemoration  of  Tyndale's  translation.  The  second  was 
held  in  the  President's  Reception  Room  from  April  26  to 
30,  when  the  Gutenberg  Bible  and  other  rare  Bibles  were  on 
show.  About  one  hundred  persons  a  day  visited  it.  The  third 
was  a  Swedish  exhibition  on  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  the 
Crown  Prince  of  Sweden.  The  Prince  and  his  party  were 
greatly  interested  in  the  rariora  that  were  shown.  At  Com- 
mencement, when  the  Gutenberg  Bible  and  the  autographs 
of  the  Signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  were 
shown,  more  than  a  thousand  visitors  were  counted. 
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ADMINISTRATION 

THE  ALUMNI  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  LIBRARY 

The  Alumni  Advisory  Board's  Committee  on  the  Library 
held  its  first  meeting  at  the  home  of  its  chairman,  Mr.  Frank 
Altschul,  on  October  20.  All  the  members  were  present,  and  so 
were  President  Angell,  Mr.  Carl  A.  Lohmann,  and  the  Libra- 
rian. A  second  meeting  was  held  on  the  Monday  of  Com- 
mencement week  in  the  Librarian's  office.  The  Committee  is 
particularly  interested  in  the  problems  of  the  Library  when  it 
is  housed  in  the  new  Sterling  Memorial  building,  and  is 
developing  a  program  in  keeping  with  the  coming  enlargement 
of  its  functions  and  possibilities. 

THE  UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 

As  the  main  problems  of  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library  had 
been  settled  during  the  year,  the  Library  Committee  decided 
that  it  was  no  longer  necessary  to  ask  the  Corporation  to 
reappoint  members  of  the  Committee  whose  terms  of  office 
had  expired.  The  Committee,  therefore,  recommended  the 
appointment  of  Professor  Luther  A.  Weigle  in  place  of  Pro- 
fessor Angier,  and  of  Professor  Lafayette  B.  Mendel  in  place 
of  Professor  Underhill,  and  the  Corporation  approved  these 
recommendations.  The  chairman  thanks  the  retiring  members 
for  their  regular  attendance  at  meetings  and  for  their  inter- 
ested and  helpful  counsel  during  the  critical  years  of  their 
service. 

THE  STAFF 

The  changes  in  the  staff  during  the  year  were  numerous. 
Miss  Eva  J.  O'Meara  became  librarian  of  the  School  of 
Music,  and  Mr.  Frank  Cylke  joined  the  staff  of  the  Treasurer's 
office;  Miss  Anna  Mildred  Cass,  Mrs.  Dorothy  C.  Cramton, 
Mrs.  Helen  K.  Hoover,  Miss  Florence  A.  Streeter,  and  Miss 
Katherine  Warren  resigned;  and  Miss  Lillian  Nelson  and  Mr. 
Barr  died,  both  quite  suddenly. 

Mr.  Charles  James  Barr  died  on  July  16,  during  the  Libra- 
rian's absence  in  England.  He  was  the  Assistant  Librarian 
here,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Library  Committee  as  well  as 
its  secretary.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Michigan 
and  of  the  New  York  State  Library  School,  and  had  received  the 
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honorary  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  from  Yale.  He  was  the  as- 
sistant librarian  at  the  John  Crerar  Library  from  1903  to  1917, 
when  he  was  called  to  Yale  with  the  rank  of  full  professor.  His 
knowledge  of  books  was  unusual,  and  he  had  in  particular  a 
first-hand  acquaintance  with  the  really  fundamental  books 
in  science.  He  took  a  great  interest  in  the  planning  of  the 
Sterling  Memorial  Library,  and  many  of  his  suggested  im- 
provements have  been  adopted.  His  interests  were  not  limited 
to  the  libraries  within  whose  walls  he  served  with  such  distinc- 
tion. He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Bibliographical  Society 
of  America,  and  in  the  American  Library  Association  he  helped 
in  various  ways,  taking  his  turn  as  a  transport  librarian  during 
the  war,  holding  membership  in  the  Council  and  in  various 
committees,  and  acting  as  chairman  of  the  College  and 
Reference  section.  He  took  an  active  interest,  too,  in  library 
movements  in  the  places  where  he  lived,  being  in  turn  Presi- 
dent of  the  Chicago  Library  Club,  of  the  Illinois  Library 
Association,  and  of  the  Connecticut  Library  Association. 
He  was  also  a  member  and  later  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  River  Forest,  Illinois;  and 
a  trustee  of  the  Donald  Grant  Mitchell  Library,  Westville, 
Connecticut.  His  love  for  his  Alma  Mater  was  shown  by  his 
bequest  of  $5,000  to  the  Library  of  the  University  of  Michigan 
and  his  love  for  Yale  by  a  bequest  of  a  like  amount  for  Yale's 
Library. 

There  were  added  to  the  staff  Miss  Cecil  Bull;  Miss  Eliza- 
beth H.  Butler;  Mrs.  Janet  Camp  Hobson;  Miss  Adele 
Knecht,  B.A.  Connecticut  College  1925;  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lockwood,  B.A.  Mount  Holyoke  1924;  and  Miss  Miriam  B. 
Nagle,  B.A.  and  B.E.  Brown  University  1923.  Mr.  Carl  A. 
Lohmann,  B.A.  1910,  was  appointed  Curator  of  Prints;  and 
Mr.  Hugh  S.  Knox,  B.A.  1907,  was  appointed  Associate  in 
the  Library,  Political  Manuscripts  Collection. 

PUBLICATIONS 

Mr.  William  A.  Speck  published  during  the  year,  from 
materials  in  the  Goethe  Room,  a  series  of  nine  letters  from 
Carlyle  to  Eckermann  and  Bunsen,  some  excerpts  from  a 
fragmentary  translation  of  Faust  by  George  Borrow,  and  a 
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reproduction  in  facsimile  of  two  pages  of  the  Second  Part 
of  Faust  in  Goethe's  hand. 

At  Commencement  appeared  the  first  number  of  the  Tale 
University  Library  Gazette,  containing  an  address  by  Professor 
Tinker  and  one  by  the  Librarian  on  the  Gutenberg  Bible, 
and  a  number  of  editorial  notes  about  the  Library.  The 
typography  was  by  Mr.  Carl  P.  Rollins  of  the  Yale  University 
Press.  It  is  planned  to  publish  the  Gazette  four  times  a  year.

STERLING  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

In  February  the  first  lengthy  account  of  the  new  library 
building  was  published,  with  two  elevations  of  the   book 
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tower.  By  the  end  of  the  year  detailed  drawings  had  been 
made  of  all  floors,  some  of  the  drawings  being  on  a  large  scale. 
It  is  hoped  that  by  the  first  of  January,  1927,  all  the  floor 
plans  will  be  ready,  and  most  of  the  elevations,  and  that  the 
site  will  have  been  cleared  and  the  erection  of  the  new  building 
begun.  When  the  plans  are  finished  they  will  be  published  in 
the  architectural  and  bibliothecal  journals.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  OF  THE 

SCHOOL  OF  LAW 
HAVE  the  honor  to  present  herewith  my  annual  report 
as  Librarian  of  the  School  of  Law  and  Curator  of  the 
Wheeler  Collection  for  the  year  1925-26. 


CATALOGUING   AND    CLASSIFICATION 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  current  accessions,  due  to  the 
rapid  growth  of  the  Library,  has  made  it  necessary  for  our 
cataloguer  to  spend  practically  all  her  time  on  current 
material.  Work  on  the  sections  not  catalogued  has  neces- 
sarily been  deferred.  The  fact  that  the  Library  has  more  than 
doubled  in  number  of  volumes  during  the  last  ten  years,  and 
that  one  cataloguer  has  had  to  handle  all  accessions,  accounts 
for  lack  of  progress  on  this  important  work. 

ACCESSIONS 

The  effort  to  obtain  a  complete  working  collection  for  law 
students,  and  at  the  same  time  to  build  up  a  collection  for 
scholarly  research,  has  continued.  Among  the  more  important 
accessions  were  a  partial  set  of  the  Tottel  edition  of  the  Year 
Books  and  a  number  of  complete  sets  of  periodicals. 

Our  collection  of  duplicate  state  reports  has  been  increased 
by  the  presentation  of  the  Oregon  Reports  by  Mr.  C.  F. 
Adams  (Ph.B.  1881),  and  of  a  set  of  WTest  Virginia  Reports 
by  Mr.  Charles  McCamic  (LL.B.  1899). 

The  Library  is  again  indebted  to  the  Honorable  S.  R.  Betts 
for  valuable  gifts.  Mrs.  Lebbeus  R.  Wilfley  has  presented  a 
collection  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-four  volumes  from  the 
library  of  her  late  husband,  Judge  Lebbeus  R.  Wilfley,  LL.B. 
1892.  The  donor  of  the  Judah  P.  Benjamin  Fund  has  pre- 
sented interesting  facsimile  material.  By  means  of  a  fund 
deposited  with  the  Yale  University  Press  to  the  credit  of  the 
Library,  some  advantageous  exchanges  have  been  made. 

The  apparent  decrease  in  accessions  during  the  past  year 
is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  large  additions  by  gift 
to  the  duplicate  set  of  state  reports  did  not  continue  during 
1925-26,  only  two  complete  sets  having  been  presented. 
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BINDING 

During  the  past  few  years,  in  the  effort  to  conserve  our  funds 
for  book  purchases,  we  have  practically  restricted  our  binding 
to  the  current  continuations  and  the  new  unbound  material. 
As  a  result  we  are  badly  in  arrears  in  rebinding.  The  problem 
is  especially  serious  in  our  Library,  since  the  older  law  books 
were  sheep-bound,  and  whole  sections  are  in  bad  condition. 
We  are  planning  to  take  up  the  work  of  rebinding  in  buckram 
and  to  do  as  much  as  possible  without  encroaching  too 
seriously  upon  our  funds. 

ADMINISTRATION 

Mrs.  Marion  S.  Pottle,  who  so  capably  filled  the  position 
of  Assistant  Librarian  during  the  past  two  years,  left  the 
staff  July  1,  1925.  Miss  Evelyn  Robinson,  cataloguer  for 
two  years,  left  the  Library  owing  to  ill  health,  and  her  po- 
sition has  been  filled  by  Miss  Agnes  B.  Spencer,  a  graduate 
of  the  Simmons  College  Library  School.  Miss  Elizabeth 
Davidson,  also  a  graduate  of  Simmons,  joins  our  staff 
September  1,  1926. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  lack  of  library  space  for  growth  becomes  increasingly 
serious.  The  opening  of  the  former  auditorium  as  a  reading 
room  has  helped  somewhat,  but  the  necessity  for  its  use  for 
extra  bookstacks  limits  its  seating  capacity.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  store  in  the  basement  many  sets  of  books,  and 
the  problem  of  housing  the  minimum  working  collection  in 
accessible  space  until  the  erection  of  the  new  building  will 
tax  our  ingenuity  to  the  utmost. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  more  of  the  alumni  may  be 
interested  in  adding  to  our  second  set  of  state  reports.  There 
are  now  complete  sets  of  seventeen  states,  and  several  others 
have  been  promised.  With  the  increased  use  of  the  Library, 
the  necessity  for  a  duplicate  collection  of  state  reports 
becomes  more  and  more  evident. 

The  increase  of  our  book  appropriation  by  $4,000  last  year 
was  of  assistance.  The  volume  of  detailed  work,  however, 
already  large  for  the  size  of  the  staff,  was  correspondingly 
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increased.  An  appropriation  has  been  granted  for  next  year 
for  an  additional  assistant  to  help  in  ordering  and  cataloguing, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  relieve  the  situation  somewhat. 
There  still  remains  much  important  work  in  filling  out  sets, 
systematic  building  up  of  our  weaker  sections,  and  recata- 
loguing,  which  it  has  been  impossible  to  carry  on  under 
existing  conditions.  If  we  are  to  carry  out  our  professions  as 
a  school  of  jurisprudence  and  scholarly  research,  it  is  essential 
that  our  Library  facilities  and  resources  be  adequately  in- 
creased. In  foreign  statute  law,  court  reports,  and  mono- 
graphs, and  in  international  law,  we  are  still  far  short  of  a 
satisfactory  equipment. 

STATISTICS 

During  the  year  there  have  been  added  to  the  Library  4,305 
volumes,  of  which  840  were  gifts.  The  growth  of  the  Library 
during  the  last  ten  years  is  indicated  by  the  following  table:
